ORDINANCE 

to amend the AdmitustraLion of Eoacuee Property [Chief ('omtiHf^eioners' 
Proomcee) (trdimitice, 1940 

iWheream in pursuance of section. lOS of Ihe i/overnmonl of India Act, 
1935 (20 Geo. 5, c. 2), resolutions have been puseed by all the Chambers oi 
the Erovineial [jogislutui'es of Madras and the United Provinces to the effect 
that certain matters relating to the administration of ovaoueo property hi the 
said Provinces, in so far as they arc covered by any of the matters enumerated 
in the Provincial Legi.slafivc List, should bo regulatiHi liy --^ct of the Dominion 
Legislature ; 

And whereas an emergency has arisen which makes it nccessai'y to 
amend the Adniiiiistration of Evacuee Property (Chief Commissioners' Pro- 
vinces) Ordiiiiiuce, 1949 (Xli of 1949), tor the purpose t)f making its provisions 
applicable to I he said Provinces; 

Now, THEREFORE, ^iu exercise of the fxiwets coutej ied b^\ section 42 of 
the Goveriuiront of India Act, 1935, the Govemor-Genenil is pleased to make 
and promulgate the following Ordinauco; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) Thih Ordininrc mmv be calh-d the 
Administration of Evacuee Property (Chief Goinmissifjners ’ 1‘rovinces) Amend- 
ment Ordinance, 1949. 

(j 8) It shall come into force at once 

2. Amendment of long title and preamble, Ordinance xn of 1949.— In the 

long title of, and preamble to, .the Administration of Evacuee Pioperty (Chief 
Comrnisbioners ’ Provinces) Ordinance, 1949 (hoi’emnfter referj'ed to as the said 
Ordinance), tlie words ''m the Chief Commissioners’ Provinces” shall be 
omitted. 

3. Substitution of "appropriate Government" for "Central Government" 
In Ordinance XU of 1949.— In the said Ordinance, Iol' the words “Central 
Government”, wherever they occur, the words “.ippropviatc Government” shall 
be substituted. 
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4. AmeniJment oi eectjon 1, Ordinance XII ol 1949.— In hectinn 1 of the 
wttid Ordinaneo,— 

in riub-Hection {J), thi hrackut-, mid words “ (Chief Conirnissi'inei - 
l’ro^^nceHi” shall ho oiiiiltcd, 

(b) iu auh-Hec-tion (’f), idtor the word '‘Provinces ’ tho vioids ‘ , tin 
Province of littidrns and the United Provinces” shall he msorted; and 

(c) ill siib-ycctiou (,‘f), uJtei the Mord ‘‘Delhi’ the words imd figures 
“m the Province of Madif.* and the United Provinces on the 2Hrd day ot 
August, 1949 ” shall he inserted 

5. Amendment of section 2, Ordinance Xll of ISiiO. — in siction 2 of the 
said Drdiinincc, alter clause (a), ihc following clause shall be inserted, namely; — 

‘(aft) ‘‘appropriate (hiveiiiiueiit means, in relation to a Chief Coni- 
missiouer’a Province, the Cential (lotermnent and, m relution to a Dnv- 
emor’s Ihovince Ihc Provincial (hneminent;’ 

6. Amendment of section 6, Ordinance XII of 1949.- — In sub-section (1) ot 
section 0 of tho said Ordinance, for the words ‘Oa/.ftte of India” ihc woida 
‘ ‘official Gazette ” shall be substituted. 

7. Amendment of section 14, Ordinance XII of 1949. — fn suh-Bectiou (I) of 
section 14 of the said Ordinance, for the W’ords 'such inninicc'' the woids ‘'tin 
evacupo” shall he Muhstituted, 

8. Addition Of naw section 41 in Ordinance XII of 1949. — Atte.r section 
4(1 of tho said OrdmuiKn, rhi lollowing section shall hn added, namely: -

Notwithstanding the expiiy ot the United Provinces .\dniinistiation o1 
Evacuee Property Ordinanoe, 1919 (•' P OrdinuncL 1 ot 1049^ iintnt 
diatefy lalui, tin coinniencemeiit ot the llvaimee Property (^Chief OQm- 
missioiiets’ Provinces) Amendment Ordinance, 1949, anything none or any 
action taken in the cxeromc of any power confoired by the liratmamed 
Ordinance shall he deemed to have been done or taken in the esereiso ot 
the ]Kiweis Conferred by this Ordinance as amended by the aecond-named 
Ordinance, and any })enalty incuired or ]iiocecdmg commenc'd under the 
first-named Ordinance shall bo deemed to be n penalty incuned or proceed- 
ing commenced under this Ordinance, as if this Ordinanee as so amended 
w'ere m foiee on the day on which such thing was done, action taken, penaHv 
incurred oi proceeding commenced 
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
